2.The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are considered to be allowable over the prior art of record in that such art does 
not disclose, teach or suggest the overall aspects of producing a polyester sheet by 
extruding a molten polyester onto the surface of a cooling roll with microcracks and 
solidifying the sheet thereon with the surface temperature of the molten polyester 10 
mm below the nozzle being maintained within the instant temperature range specified 
therefor and the surface temperature of the cooling roll at the polyester contact point 
being maintained within the instant temperature range specified therefor such that 
adhesion of sublimate from the polyester to the inside of the microcracks on the cooling 
roll is prevented. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments oh 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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3.The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tsunasliima et ai discloses producing a polyester sheet and 
controlling the temperature of the cooling roll contact point to be greater than the glass 
transition temperature (ie, Tg) of the resin whereas the instant range for the cooling roll 
would encompass temperatures below the glass transition temperature. A discussion of 
the prior art (ie, see column 1 , lines 10-29) shows that it is conventional to keep the 
cooling roll at temperatures below the glass transition point of the resin. However, there 
is no disclosure of maintaining the surface temperature of the molten extruded sheet 
within the instant range at 10 mm below the extrusion nozzle nor a recognition that 
these temperatures would afford the instant benefit of preventing sublimate adherence 
in the microcracks in this reference or any other of record. Japanese 2000-127221 
discloses controlling the temperature of an extruded film but there is no disclosure of 
doing same to a film being cast on a cooling roll nor does Japanese -221 use the 
instant cooling range nor specify that the cooling for the film is maintained at 10 mm 
below the nozzle.
